SENT TO THE U.N. HIGHER COMMISSION FOR REFUGEES AND MANY TIMES, 
THROUGH BROADCASTING STATIONS, NEWS MEDIA RELATIONS, THE PRG OF 
THE SOUTH VIET NAM STATED THAT THEY ARE READY TO FORGIVE AND 
WELCOME US TO RETURN TO RECONSTRUCT OUR COUNTRY. 

3. TO HAVE TRANSPORTATION TO RETURN TO OUR COUNTRY, ONE MORE 
TIME, WE REQUEST THE U.S. GOVERNMENT PROVIDE US THE SHIP NAMED 
“VIET NAM THUONG TIN”. THIS SHIP IS THE NATIONAL PROPERTY OF VIET NAM, 
WHICH WAS BROUGHT HERE AMONG OTHER SHIPS BY THE VIETNAMESE 
EVACUEES. 

4. WE HAVE NO PROBLEMS TO OPERATE THE PROVIDED SHIP BECAUSE 
AMONG US, THERE ARE MANY OFFICERS AND SAILORS, WHO ARE CAPABLE 
TO LEAD THE SHIP SAFELY BACK TO VIET NAM FROM GUAM. 

5. WITH THE PROVIDED SHIP, TO GUARANTEE THE SAFETY DURING THE 
RETURNING TRIP TO VIET NAM FROM GUAM, WE REQUEST THE PRESIDENT OF 
THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA AND THE TWO PRESIDENTS OF THE U.S. 
CONGRESS: 

HAVE THE SHIP REPAIRED WHERE DAMAGED AND FULLY EQUIPPED FOR A 
LONG TRIP. 

AFTER THE SHIP BEING REPAIRED, PLEASE LET OUR RESPONSIBLE OFFICERS
